crowds w e r e banished from 
the corridors Friday as a 
coroner's jury heard conflict- 
ing testimony in the shooting 
of a young Negro by a white 
policeman. 


Demonstrations, p r o t e s t 


statements, and 
claims of 


"police brutality" have fol- 
lowed the May 7 shooting of 
Leonard Deadwyler, 25. by 
officer Jerold M. Bova. 23. 


All told, five witnesses tes- 


tified In a hearing-room at- 
mosphere so orderly that sev- 
eral spectators dozed. The 
hearing was adjourned quiet- 
ly until Monday. 


T h u r s d a y an overflow 


crowd of 600 turned out for the 
inquest's start and was so un- 
ruly it was quickly adjourned. 
Friday morning's s e s s i o n 
drew a smaller, more order- 
ly group—but after the 163 
scats were filled a crowd of 
About -10 tried to push its way 
in. Cries of "Gestapo" and 
"stop us with bullets" w e r e 
h e a r d as hclmctcd police 
barred them with nightsticks, 
then cleared them from t h e 
area. 


Different Story 


A version of the shooting 


that conflicted witn those told 
;it t h e time came Friday 


morning from Deborali Bar- 
nett, 11, a Negro, who said she 
witnessed the affair w h i l e 
walking on a sidewalk. 


She said the fatal shot was 


fired from a police car as it 
moved slowly alongside the 
Deadwyler car. 


Bova said at the time h i s 


i was one of several cars clias- 
; ing the speeding Deadwyler 
car, and that after he stopped 
it his drawn gun fired acci- 
dentally when, as he reached 
inside for the keys, the vehi- 
cle lurched ahead. 


False Alarm 


Deadwyler's widow , Barb- 


ara, 25, said at the time her 
husband was rushing her to 
the hospital because t h e y 
thought her expected baby 
was coming—it turned out to 
be a false alarm—and the 
gun fired as Bova leaned into 
the car. 


Another w i t n e s s , Officer 


Thomas Freeman, said he 
chased Deadwyler 50 blocks 
at speeds up to 85 miles per 
hour, and that the car finally 
was stopped by one of three 
other police cars that joined 
the chase. 


As the inquest resumed, a 


p o l i c e investigator said a 
white witness to the shooting 
refused to testify because he 
fears for his family's safety.

Washington (UP I) — A 


House foreign affairs subcom- 
mittee concluded Friday that 
the United States is limited in 
influencing events on main- 
land Asia despite its v a s t 
military power and economic 
resources. 


This influence, the subcom- 


mittee added, probably will 
decline even more in years to 
come as Communist China 
approaches the status of a 
first-class power. 


The panel said that as a re- 


sult, the United States must 
Ret more help than it is now 
from its European allies in 
blocking China's "expansion- 
ist policies." 


In general, the congress- 


men proposed lhat the United 
States continue its endeavors 
to enlarge peaceful contacts 
•with Red China, even though 
past attempts have been re- 
b u f f e d . Similar pronounce- 
ments have recently come 
from Johnson administration 
spokesmen. 


The subcommittee, headed 


by Rep. Clement J. Zablockl, 
D-Wis., expressed Its views in 
a 12-page report. 


The document represented

U.S. To Cancel Base Lease, 
Get Portion Back For Corps

The federal government has 


agreed to an outright cancel- 
lation of the Lincoln Air Force 
Base lease with the under- 
standing that the 500-a ere 
Job Corps area will be leased 
back to the government by the 
city for a period of 25 years. 


Sam J. Parker, regional di- 


rector of the General Services 
Administration (GSA) in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., forwarded the 
government's acceptance of 
the lease arrangements a n d 
Lincoln's basic position Fri- 
day 
to attorney Chauncey 


Barney and M a y o r Dean 
Petersen. 
« 


The GSA controls govern- 


ment-owned or operated prop- 
erty. Barney and the mayor 
have headed city efforts in 
regaining control of air base 
property which is owned by 
the city. 


Negotiation Ended 


Acceptance of t h e city's 


position ends months of nego- 
tiations on the lease, com- 
plicated by federal approval 
of locating a Job Corps cen- 
ter at the base. 


During the talks, the c i t y 


has insisted that: (1) the cen- 
ter will be confined to the 
500-acre campus; (2) North- 
ern Natural Gas Co. will be 
the prime contractor and (3) 
the entire lease must be term- 
inated and the Job Corps por- 
tion renegotiated. 


Although the new lease ar- 


rangement has not been of- 
ficially drafted, the city has 
agreed that, like the old 99- 
year lease for the entire prop-

erty, the new lease will pro- 
vide the government with un- 
limited use of the 500 acres 
for the term, or until term- 
ination. 


The Job Corps area lease 


will be for a straight 25 years, 
with no options, for $1. "Un- 
limited use "will he inter- 
preted to mean any govern- 
ment use. 


Along with cancellation of 


the present lease and the pro- 
viso for unlimited use should 
the Job Corps center become 
defunct, the GSA and the city 
have reached an understand- 
ing that:

The hush-hush agency, however, has 


refused to allo\y its employe to make a 
deposition, and it has asked that the case 
be thrown out of court Its claim Is that 
thc accusation was m a d e under orders, 
and that thc e m p l o y e therefore was 
speaking for the Government which, of 
course, cannot be sued. 


The CIA. like thc FBI before it, fears 


that its secrets might be revealed in testi- 
mony under oath. But are CIA secrets 
entitled to greater protection than the law 
affords an American citizen? And w h a t 
of thc amazing implications of thc CIA's 
theory? 


Under it, an employe of thc CIA or 


almost any other Government agency 
might be ordered by a relatively minor 
official to blacken reputations or other- 
wise violate thc rights of citizens. Yet 
there would be no way of .holding the 
agent or his superior to account-ability. 
There would be no way of assuring a citi- 
zen of justice. That's how it is in a po- 
lice state. 


The CIA would not become Involved 


in situations such as this one if it con- 
fined itself to gathering i n f o r m a t i o n — 
and ue trust, solid, f a c t u a l information 
—and avoided overt activities at home and 
abroad.

What that par- 
ticular speaker meant, of 
course, was stricter enforce- 
ment of child support laws 
—which are a l r e a d y en- 
forced to thc point where a 
man has been arrested for 
not keeping up his support 
payments while he lay flat 
on his back in a hospital for 


eight weeks following an auto 
accident. 


However, this is not the 


only law covering divorce 
matters. Any woman who re- 
fuses to honor visitation or- 
ders is in contempt of court, 
the same as a man who re- 
fused to pay support. How 
about enforcing both? By 
law, any woman who has 
committed adultery is unfit 
to have custody of children. 
How about enforcing this? 
The man has the right to se- 
lect the place of the fam- 
ily's residence and the work 
with which he earns their 
living. Thc Nebraska Su- 
preme Court has ruled that 
any woman who refused with- 
out cause to live where the 
husband specifies is guilty of 
desertion 
and entitled to 


nothing. Why are thc women 
invariably granted divorces, 
child custody, support a n d 
ADC? 


Nebraska law gives t h e 


court authority to adjust ali- 
mony or support if the par- 
ties' circumstances change. 
The Nebraska S u p r e m e 
Court has ruled 
that the 


court must adjust support 
when the man becomes ill or 
unemployed, and adjust it 
again when the man's income 
is restored. How about en- 
forcing this, instead of ei- 
ther jailing the man for not 


riods like this or letting it 
pile up until it can never be 
paid? 


Certainly^we favor stricter 


enforcement of the law.

State Supreme Court Orders 
New Trial In Damages Suit 


The State Supreme Court 


Friday reversed in part a 
Valley District Court jury de- 
cision in a damages suit re- 
sulting from a traffic accident 
near Ord. 


The high court ordered a 


new trial to determine the 
amount of damages to be 
paid. 


The 
district 
court 
jury 


awarded SG.1G2 in damages 
to Harold E. Scofield for in- 
juries suffered in the acci- 
dent, and John Haskcll, the 
defendant, appealed 
to the 


Supreme Court. 


"We are convinced that the 


jury bas settled the issue of 
liability herein fairly and upon 
sufficient evidence," the Su- 
preme Court concluded. "We 
determine the only error to 
be the restriction of the cross- 
examination 
of a 
medical 


witness," Scoficld's ortho- 
pedic specialist. 


The court said Haskell's 


attorney has a right to cross- 
examine all witnesses "on 
any point that could have 
any bearing on" 
Scofield's 


physical condition either be- 
fore or after the accident. 


Since the orthopedic spe- 


cialist was called to the stand 
by Scoficld's attorney, the 
right of privileged communi- 
cations between Scofield and 
his doctor was waived, the 
court said.

Omaha physician who spoke 
for medical men In the case, 
said Fritz was the victim of 
an 
"acute, 
psycholcurotic, 


dissociative 
reaction." 
The 


doctor said under pressure of 
some Intense emotion or psy- 
chological experience, 
Fritz 


had simply shoved from his 
mind a portion of his life.
